TRY 10 WIPE OUT AMERICANS 


Mexicans Attempt to Destroy 
Santa Rosa Camp. 


BLOW 15 MEN THROUGH ROOF 


Troops Rushed to Scene and Eighteen 
Arrests Made. 


Tucson, Arts., Feb. 13.—An attempt to kill 
every American at the Santa Rosa mine in 
Sonora, twenty miles south of Douglas, was 
made last Saturday, when Mexican em- 
ployés placed sticks of dynamite under a 
boarding house, the company store and the 
foreman's and superintendent's residences. 

The fuses attached to the dynamite were 
timed for the explosions to follow each other 
in quick succession. The hour selected was 
during the evening meal, when all the Amer- 
ican miners were in the boarding house and 
the foreman and the superintendent in their 
respective residences. 


Fifteen Blown Through Roof. 

The firet explosion was at the boarding 
house, It was demolished. Fifteen men eat- 
ng were blown through the roof, sustaining 
broken legs and arms, but there were ne 
fatalities. 

The store was demotished. 

Tom Fagin, the foeman, and hie wife were 
in their home, but the dynamite failed to ig- 
nite. The superintendent’s office was de- 
molished, but he was out of the building 
and escaped. 

Troops Arrive, Mexicans Held. 

Gov. Torres has been notified and rurales 
under Commander Kosterlisky are already 
on the scene. Bighteen Mexicans are under 
arrest at the mine. fr 

The attempt to destroy the Americans is 
believed to be the work of sympathizers with 
the revolutionists, at present under arrest at 
Los Angeles, who believe the prisoners are 
being persecuted by Americans. There had 
been no trouble at the mine previously, and 
no other cause is conceivable.

WOMAN CALM AT VERDICT 


Maintains Same Expression of 


Sorrow and Weariness When 
All About Her Are 
Excited. . 


Mre. Dora McDonal4, widow of Michael 
Cassius McDonald, the gambler, was ac- 
quitted last night of the murder of Webster 
8. Guerin. The jury returned a) verdict in 
Judge Brentano's courtroom at 6:20 o'clock, 
after five hours of balloting and arguing. 

Five ballots were taken on the straight 
question of the woman's guilt. or innocence. 
The jury took an oath not to reveal what 
took place in the room, but the first baliot, 
it was learned, stood eight for acquittal to 
four for guilty.” The next ballot, an hour 
later, waa nine to three. The three men who 
held out the longest against Mrs. McDonald 
said to be Charles McGrath, James J. 

oonan, and Arne Peterson. They were 
won over, one by one, to the majority. 


Mrs. McDonald Thanks Jurors. 


Mrs. MoDonald received the verdict with- 
out Hfiing for a moment the vell of sad- 
nese and indifference in which she has 
wrapped herself all through the trial. It 
might have been some one else receiving 
word of doom or Hfe as far ag her face could 
be read. As the words of the verdict fell in 
the silent courtroom and their import be- 
came plain, Miss Amanda Beck, Mre. Me- 
Donald's nurse, fell on her patient's shoulder 
and cried. 

“ Don’t ery, nursie; don’t cry,” whispered 
Mra. McDonald, putting her arms around 
the strong womian who had nursed her like 
a child all the weary days of the trial. 

Mrs. McDonald then arose and walked 
steadily and with outstretched hands toward 
the jury box. The twelve men who had 
freed her were gathering their hats and 
coats, in a hurry to get away to dinner, but 
they stopped. Each one shook hands with 
her. while she thanked them in a soft, low 
voice. 

“I knew God was with me, if no one else 

Was,“ she said, “but I thank you, all the 
same. 
After she was free from her crowding rela- 
tives and friends Mrs. McDonald was driven 
to the Sherman house in her carriage. Her 
coachmun, a negro, had been waiting pa- 
tiently all day in the corridors to take her 
home. 


Saye She Heard “Dad” Shout. 
Later fn the evening she received

| Per reporters tn her room in the hotel. Still 
she was the same. She appeared to regard 
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the entire affair impersonally. There wae 
the same droop of utter sadnese to her mouth, 
and the same faraway expression in her 
sleepy eyes. Her head rolled listiessly in ut- 
ter weariness, as if even her thick bronge 
tresses were too heavy a burdén for her to 
bear. She wore a fresh pink dressing gown, 
and caressed a huneh of red roses that had 
been sent her. Her lawyer, Patrick H. 
O’Donnell, sat by her side, and her nurse 
leaned lovingly over her chair.

“T am averse to scenes,” said Mr. Lewis 
in explaining his absence. “I could not bear 
to see my clientatthat moment. I am great- 
ly indebted to my associate counsel in this 
victory. It is just. I had a great many 
things in this case to contend with. There 
were so many conflicting interests in the 
defense. Take Guy McDonald. It was an- 
nounced that he was to go on the witness 
stand. If he had I would have asked him 
about some missing jewels taken from his 
father’s strongbox. That box was in the 
furniture store of Ald. M. C. Conlon. It con- 
teined many manuscripts and jewels that 
belanged to Mme McDonald, It was broken

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INCREASES PAY OF TEACHERS 


Board Votes Raise to All in the 
Elementary Grades. | 


$25 TO $100 MORE TO EACH. 


Change, Long Considered, Takes Effect 
as of January 1 Last. 


The Chicago board of education voted last 
evening, unanimously and: without discus- 
sion, to increase the salary of every teacher 
in the Chicago elementary schools. From 8 
to $100 was added to the annua! pay of each 
teacher, the new salaries to date back six 
weeks—from Jan. 1, 1908. 

Thie action of the board, which is the result 
of a resolution introduced three months ago 
Trustee Modie J. Spiegel, will affect ap- 
proximately 5,500 of the 6,000 teachers in the 
city schools, A complete new salary sched- 
ule was adopted for the elementary schools, 
by which the lowest salary group was raised 
from $550 to $650, and the maximum salary— 
for eighth grade teachers—raised from $1,025 
to $1,060. The salaries for each of the groups 
were increased as follows:

Budget for 1908 Presented. 

With the report on salaries the finance com- 
mittee presented to the board its budget of 
expenditures for 1908. This contemplates a 
total expenditure for the year of $18,357,174. 
Of this amount $4,112,528 is apportioned to 
the building account, $9,113,120 for educa- 
tional purposes, $78,156 to the indebtedness 
account, and $58,358 for special assesaments. 

The statement of the committee as to its 
available ‘unds indicates an apparent deficit 
at the end of the year 1007 of $801,041. This 
seemingly enormous figure is due to the fact 
that during the year two loans of §435,000 
and $600,000, respectively, were made on the 
taxes for the coming year, and applied, the 
former to the building account and the latter 
to the educational account. 


Legacy of Debt from Dunne Board. 


These were made necessary largely by «a ö 


strange state of affairs discovered im the 
budget for 1007. The legacy inherited here 
by the pregent school board included not 
only $385,000 worth of unpaid vouchers, but 
an item of $420,000, explained in the income 
account as income on leases and special 
assessments. These were not forthcoming, 
but the amounts were expended by the Dunne 
school board. 

The actual unpaid bill account for the year 
amounts, as announced recently, to §104,- 
413.07—just $280,000 less than the same item 
last year. 

The 1908 appropriations for the building 
account include $568,189 for buildings in 
process of erection, amounts due on perma- 
nent improvements, $2,459,340 for new build- 
ings and school sites, and $060,000 for sew 
permanent improvements.

“The committee understands,” said Mr. 


Spiegel in commenting on the committee's 
report, that the schools are to receive an 
appropriation of $225,000 from the $1,000,000 
which has just been paid in back taxes by the 
Field estate. When this is received $165,000 
will be apportioned to the educational ac- 
count and-$60,000 to the building account, 
but we have had no official information on 
the subject and so we cannot well include 
this in our appropriations.” 


CHICAGO IS CITY OF HEALTH. 


Milwaukee Only Place in America to 
Beat Local Record, According to 
Statistician Drake. 


With the exception of Milwaukee, Chicago 
was said yesterday by Dr. C. St. Clair Drake, 
statistician of the health department, to be 
the healthiest city in America. 

Chicago's death rate for 1907 was given at 
15.26 per 1,000 population, based on the fed- 
eral estimated population of 2, 107 ,620.

Reunion Impossible, Ex-Fiancee De-

Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—[{Special.}— 
Miss Maude Ashford will not become the 
wife of ex-Senator Henry Gassaway Davis, 
the multimillionaire West Virginian and fa- 
ther-in-law of Senator Stephen B. EIK ms of 
thet state. The engagement between Miss 
Asbforg and Mr. Davis was broken late last 
night. 

There will be no breach of promise suit, no 
money settlement by Mr. Davis on Miss Ash- 
ford, and positively no. further considera- 
tion of the alliance between them, according 
to statements made tonight by Miss Ashford. 

When I told a reporter last night that 
my engagement with Mr. Davis hed not been 
broken the engagement still existed, and 
there was every reason for me to believe it 
would continue. So many things happened 
after that, however, that when Senator Davis 
came to call as usual we had a long talk, and 
I decided the only way out would be for me to 
break the engagement. 

“Senator Davis insisted that I should not 
take this course, but I could see nothing else 
to be done, and I determined that an end 
should be put to the affair. No further an- 
nouncements will be made. This is theend.” 


Strain Wore Her Out. 

Mise Ashford declared that the strain of 
the last few weeks had worn her out, and 
that the persistent and extrevagant methods 
by which members of Senator Davis’ family 
had sought to break off the engagement had 
convinced her there would be no peace or 
happiness for ber in such a marriage.

Graves the Only Witness. 


Secretary Graves of the board of charities | 


was the only witness heard during the dey 
by the legislative investigating committee, 
which convened at the Monadnock building.

OV. DENEEN’S answer tothe charges 
against state charitable institutions 
deals solely with the Ulinois Asylum 
for Feeble Minded Children at Lin- 
coln. He says the attacks are actu- 

ated by ukerior motives and are a tissue of 

fabrications. 

He denies categorically the statements 
made by John Wagner, formerly a trustee of 
the Lincoln asylum, saying that Mr. Wag- 
ner’s reports to him and his testimony before 
the legislative committee are widely diver- 
gent. : 

He says the inquisitors have allowed the 
public to be deceived by failing to protest 
against the publication of “distorted testi- 
mony.” 

Blame for the failure to remedy completely 
the physical defects at Lincoln is placed on 
the shoulders of the members of the general 
assembly by the charge that they refused to 
allow the appropriation needed for the work. 

Every detail of the home, from a medical as 
well as a physica! standpoint, is gone into by 
the governor. 

Specific charges of cruelty to inmates are 
enumerated and denied. Where fault has 
been found the guilty employé has been dis- 
charged. ‘ 

Gov. Deneen repeats his former expressions 
that the home is overcrowded and in the 
statement says the home at Lincoln is under- 
taking the work of four separate institutions. 

The governor explains in his statement 
that he had intended to remain silent until the 
present inquiry had been completed, but in 
view of the delay in completing it and the 
“ willful misrepresentation " of the facts he 
feels compelled to give the public the facts 
with regard to the Lincoln home. The peo- 
ple, he says, are entitled to know the truth 
and he promises to see that they get it. 


Telis of Reform Plans. 


“at the beginning of my administration,” 
the governor says, “the general rehabilita- 
tion of the state charitable institutions was 
entered upon. A new board of charities was 
arpointed. Of this board Dr. Frank Billings 


sician of Chicago who has an international 
reputation in his profession. The other mem- 
bers of the board are Dr. Emil G. Hirsch of 
Chicago, an eminent scholar, sociologist, and 
philanthropist, also of international reputa- 
tion: Miss Julia C. Lathrop, the noted woman 
philanthropist, associated with Miss Addams 
in the work of the Hull house, Chicago; Mrs. 
Clava P. Bourland of Peoria, recently presi- 
dent of the Women’s clubs of the state, and 
one of the moving spirits in the establish- 
ment of the hospital for the insane at South 
Bartonville; Dr. John T. McAnally of Car- 
bondale, a leading practicing physician of 
southern Illinois and, at the time of his 
appointment, chairman of the Illinois State 
Medieal association. 

The members of this board devote their 
time, labor, and experience to the public 
service without compensation. To them was 
intrusted the work of investigation condi- 
tions in the state charitable institutions and 
of reporting their findings, conclusions, and 
recommendations for the improvement of the 
service. 

Improvements Urged. 


“April 30, 1006, the state board of charities 
ma de its report concerning conditions at the 
Iliinois lum for Feeble Minded Children. 
The report showed a general slackness of 
adin‘nistration, bad ventilation, especially in 
the dormitories, a most crude and unscien- 
tific medical service, and other unsatisfac- 
tory conditions which were specified. 

“In addition to the investigation and re- 
pert made by the state board of charities 
there was also undertaken by the state archi- 
tect, assisted by Mr. Charles A.“Chapman of 
Chicago, electrical and mechanical engineer, 
an investigation into the physical condition 
of the buildings and equipment of the insti- 
tution. 

Sept. 27, 1906, the state architect sub- 
mit tea a report of this survey. This report 
covered a measurement of the air space 
provided for each patient, which was found 
insufficient, and pointed out the necessary 
chamges required to provide the standard 
quality. of alr. 


Legislature Cut Appropriation. 


To carry out the recommendations of the 
board of charities and the state architect, a 
sufficient appropriation was sought and a 
statement submitted.to the general assembly 
showing the condition of the institution and 
the work necessary to make it safe, sanitary, 
and healthful. 

“ The aggregate amount of appropriations 
recommended by the state board of charities 
was $478,108. 

“ The amount-allowed was $24,408 less than 
the amount recommended. As the total 
amount of @ppropriation made by the general 
assembly for repairs and improvements. fire 
escapes, and fire protection was $28,700, it 
will bé readily seen how much a deduction of 
$24,408 from the.amount recommended ham- 
pered the effecting of improvements found to 
be necessary to the safety and the sanitary 
and healthful condition of the bulldings. 


Why Dr. Taylor Was Removed. 


“These reports and. recommendations 
were submitted to Dr. C. B. Taylor, then 
superintendent, and he was afforded an op- 
portunity to enter upon the work of remedy- 
ing the existing conditions. 

On Dec. 26, 1906, however, the state board 
of charities informed me that since the re- 
port of April 30, 1906, the Asylum for Feeble 
Minded Children had been under observation 
and that Dr. Taylor had not shown satisfac- 
tory evidence of ability to undertake the 
work of bringing the institution up to a mod- 
ern state of efficiency. 

“The matter of the selection of a new 
superintendent was discussed and the fitness 
of Dr. H. G. Hardt for the appointment was 
thoroughly canvassed. Dr. Hardt was a 
graduate from Rush Medical college, and 
while a student of medicine, had acted as at- 
tendant at the Cook County hospital: had 
been assistant physician in the Illinois East- 
ern Hospital for the Insane at Kankakee: 
again at the Illinois Central Hospital for the 
Insane at Jacksonville; again at the Illinois 
Northern Hospital for the Insane at Elgin. 
The appointment of Dr. Hardt was deter- 
mined upon and he succeeded Dr. Taylor on 
Jan. 26, 1907. 

“Immediately upon assuming his new du- 
ties, Dr. Hardt entered upon the work of

“To the physician making his rounds re- 
ports are su ted by the head attendants 
of all irregularities, accidents, or illnesses, 
and these are given immediate attention. As 
goon as conditions develop which require it 
the patient is removed to the hospital, where 

al diet and’ special nursing are given. 

here the illness is acute, the parent is im- 
mediately notified by telegram, followed by a 
letter of explanation. 


Bath Story Denied. 

“It ie compulsory to bathe all inmates once 
a week. The weekly bath is given under the 
supervision of attendants, and the head at- 
tendant, who reporte to the physician in 
charge of the department any indication of 
disease appearing on the skin of children, 
and under no condition is one inmate allowed 
to bathe. another. 

At bathing} time a complete change of 
clothing ie furnished «ach inmete and the 
clothing of euch child is kept in a separate 
compartment. ' 

Unannounced visits are paid by the med- 
ical staff to the dining room at mea} time, and 
the children have always been found well 
supplied with a variety of wholesome food. 

In connection with thie feature of the 
medical work I may allude to the cases of 
scurvy said’ ts dave been found in the in- 
stitution. I am informed by capable physi- 
clans that from a medical standpoint one case 
diagnosed as scurvy in a population of over 
1,300 institution inmates fed from the same 
kitchen would create « grave doubt of the 
correctness cf the diagnosis. 

„As the alleged case was charged by the 
witness to the excessive use of alt pork, I 
may add that not one pound of salt pork 
has been purchased or used in the institution 
during the last year. 

“ This case furnishes a fair sample of the 
relation of the ‘ evidence’ which has been 
so far gathered by the investigation commit- 
tee to the true conditions prevailing at the 
institution. 


Truth and Evidence“ Divergent. 


“The wide divergence of this relationship 
will hereafter be emphasized upon a further 
discussion of the evidence of negligent or 
incompetent treatment of inmates which has 
been elicited in the course of the investiga- 
tion and published broadcast by certain news- 
papers as a faithful picture of life at the asy- 
Num for feeble minded children. 

Through the efforts of the medical staff, 
reztraints in the form of cribs and camisoles 
have been reduced to a minimum, and today 
not one child is so restrained at night. 

The only restriction practiced is the lock- 
ing oi the bedroom doors in the low grade 
custodial cases. Two night watches are in 
constant attendance upon this particular 
flocr in each of the cottages, and there are 
also housed in this sectiom sixteen other em- 
pioyés. 


Home Is Overcrowded. 


“In connection with the next advance- 
ment made in the medical service, I would 
ca’! attention to one of the difficulties en- 
countered by the management of this insti- 
tution. 

The act of 1875 which defines the objects 
of the asylum for feeble minded children 
ma.ifestly intended that the inmates of the 
institution should be limited to teachable 
children of feeble mind. 

But in addition to this class of the teach- 
able feeble minded there have been thrust 
irto this institution 450 of the custodial class 
of the feeble minded and 400 epileptics and 60 
cr.jples, so that the asylum really is under- 
taking the work of four separate institutions, 
as is done in New York and several other 
states, and has become the depository of all 
clarses not fitted for admission to the state 
hospitals for the insane. 

„Under present conditions the Lincoln in- 
stitükion is in great need of a new building 
for employés and separate buildings for the 
tuberculous, both male and female, the erip- 
pled and deformed. 

“The building now used by the crippled 
and deformed is crowded with forty-one chil- 
ren, and it is necessary to use the same room 
as a dining room, dormitory, and day room. 


Slaps at Committee. 


The great majority of the children com- 
ing to the institution are defective physically 
as well as mentally, demanding in most cases 
almost instant medical attention. 

The fact is that the attention received is 
much better than could be given in the ordi- 
nary private home.The most trifling accidents 
are recorded, even to pin scratches, such as 
would be ignored in any private home and 
would not be accorded even the application 
of home remedies. 

“I think I can fairly conclude this review 
of the present medical administration of the 
Asylum for Feeble Minded Children by say- 
ing that the malicious slanders to which it 
has been subjected are almost without paral- 
lel in mendaciousness and effrontery. 

By failure to protest against misrepre- 
sentation, the investigating committee has 
permitted the false inference to be drawn 
from the publication of one sided testimony 
that the medical administration of the insti- 
tution is incompetent. 

“The opposite is the truth. A just pres- 
entation of conditions shows this depart- 
ment to be thoroughly competent in its per- 
sonnel, thoroughly efficient in its methods, 
and thoroughly organized for its work. No 
better medical department can be found any- 
where in an institution of a similar character. 

“I shall not leave this subject without ad- 
verting to the charge given publicity by a 
certain portion of the public press that some 
members of the medical staff are ‘dope 
fiends.’ 

“The publication of such a charge, un- 
supported by a scintilla of evidence, is an 
outrage, and having made inquiry to ascer- 
tain the fact I take this opportunity of de- 


the food supply has been abundant. 


Saving in Coal Price. 

“The statement has been widely circu- 
lated that the coal contracts of the institu- 
tion for the present year have been let at 
figures above the market price. 

„The statement is false. These are the 
facts: For 1907 the coal supply of the in- 
stitution has been secured at a cost of $1.66 
per ton, delivered at the asylum grounds. 
For 1906 the same quality of coal cost the 
institution $1.80 per ton. 

The grade of coal used by the institution 
is mine run. For the same coal all other 


local consumers pay the Lincoln Coal com 


pany $1.75 per ton at the shaft. : 

“The decrease in the price of coal for the 
present year, 14 cents per ton less than the 
price for 1906, together with economy in its 
use, made possible by improvement and 
repair in the power and heating plant of the 
institution, has effected a net saving of 
more than $875 per month for the months of 
December, 1806, and January, 1907, as com- 
pared with the same months the year before, 
a saving which will continue for the reasons 
stated. ; 

“The business admipistration of the in- 
stitution has been thoroughly organized and 
systematized. A complete daily census of 
inmates is now kept; a record of the keys 
furnished each employé is made, so as to fix 
responsibility for any violation of the rules 
involving the use of keys; a filing syatem of 
inmates has been introduced; and everything 
pertaining to each inmate is kept in a sepa- 
rate folder.“ 


Calls Horror“ Stories Lies. 


The school department receives careful 
explanation by the governor. ‘ Book learn- 
ing was found unsulted to many of the 
feeble minded and the educational course has 
therefore been made more practical. Manual 
training and music have been introduced to 
help the mentally week. 

Weekly dances enliven the existence of the 
children and many other entertainments are 
provided. A new gymnasium is being erected 
at a cost of $20,000. 

This is a fair picture of life at the asylum 
for feeble minded children,“ the governor 
continues, “a pleture which has been 80 
grossly distorted in its presentation to the 
public that this institution has been falsely 
made to appear one of the. worst instead of 
what-it truly is, one of the best institutions 
of its kind in the country. 

By the device of calling attention to the 
distressing occurrences which in such inst!i- 
tutions, no matter how excellent the manage- 
ment, cannot be entirely eliminated, and 
treating these occurrences as though they 
were representative instead of misrepre- 
sentative of the general condition of the in- 
stitution, it has been sought to create in the 
public mind an utterly false impression. 

Such an effort cannot-suceeed, no matter 
to what length it may be carried, because it 
finds its only support is falsehood and mis- 
representation even as to the cases which 
have provoked a just but utterly misdirected 
censure.”’ 


Goes Into Specific Cases. 


ov. Deneen then takes up the specific cases 
of alleged cruelties at the asylum, as follows: 

Much newspaper comment has been made 
upon the case of Vergine Jessup, who, on the 
morning of March 20 last, was found with 
slight injuries on face, hands, and breast, 
such as the assistant physician in charge of 
the case testified might be inflieted by any 
child upon herself with the finger nails. 
The charge has been made that the child had 
been bitten by rats. 

No direct evidence of any kind was offered 
to show that such was the case and the state- 
ment is in conflict with the diagnosis of the 
physician in charge. No case of rat bite has 
ever occurred during Dr. Hardt’s adminis- 
tration, and so far as can be ascertained 
none during the history of the institution. 

“Case of Minnie Steritz, May 2, 1907, 
burned while being bathed by another in- 
mate, contrary td the rules, during the ab- 
sence of the attendant, in violation of duty. 
The occurrence was inexcusable but solely 
attributed to the failure of the attendant to

Wagner’s Story Denied. 

“The case of T. H. Miller. Supervisor T.

In connection with this case, John Wag- 
ner, ex-trustee, testified that one of the boys 
left the institution, went to a police mag- 
istrate, and swore out a warrant for the ar- 
rest of Miller; that a policeman visited the 
institution to serve the warrant upon Miller;

Says Wagner Praised Dr. Hardt. 

“On or about July 19, 1907, at my request, 
Mr. Wagner called at my office in Soring- 
geld,“ the governor continues. Before his 
coming I had already made arrangements 
with Dr. Hardt and Mr. William C. Graves, 
secretary of the state board of charities, 
to be present. I asked him if he had any 
complaints regarding it to make.

Asked for Time; Never Came. 

“Trustee Wagner's resignation was ac- 
cepted Aug. 5, 1907. The same date he ad- 
dressed a letter to me saying, ‘any time you 
w:ll grant me a half hour interview to explain 
matiers I will be pleased to come down.’ 
Aug. 6; 1907, I wrote to Mr. Wagner, saying: 
‘If you have anything to suggest for the 
good of the institution I should be pleased to 
see you at any time you find it convenient to 
call’ 

It is almost needless to add that Mr. Wag- 
ner never has called, nor has he made any 
{urther complaint. 

It might be added that during Mr. Wag- 
rer's trusteeship, and through his influence, 
the salaries of Mrs. Elizabeth Gannon, Dr. 
R. B. Hoag, and Mr. L. C. Ebinger were 
raised, and that he has been intimately as- 
sociated with Mr. Moos, the plumber who 
testified in this investigation.” 


Closes with Warning.

“The state board of charities was or- 
ganized in 1800 as the outcome of a public 
upheaval over certain alleged conditions at 
the central hospital for the ineane in Jack- 
sonville, said the witnees. It ie the firet 
step which progressive states take toward 
some sort of centralization of authority. 
The same law under which the board of char- 
ities was organized ie the original law under 
which it is operating today, although there 
are, I think, some amendments which have 
been made which have put more duties on the 
board and in some respects more powers. 

Statistics of Institutions. 

“At the time that law was passed there 
were five institutions in the state of II- 
nois. Today there are seventeen, an increase 
of twelve and an increase of 240 per cent in 
the rumber of institutions. I mean state 
institutions; I am not talking about county 
institutions and similar institutions now. 

“The number of inmates to be visited in 
1869 was 1,061; the number today is 15,679, 
an increase of 14818 and a percentage in- 
crease of 1,368. The biennial appropriations 
for the institutions in 1869-1870 were $637,711. 
For the present biennial period the appro- 
priations were $6,683,402, an increase of 
$5,060,681, or a percentage increase of 934." 

Mr. Graves continued giving figures and 
bits of statistics to the committee for more 
than an hour. At times he referred to a 
pile of papers which were before him. The 
greater part of his testimony, however, was 
from. memory. nally he was inter- 
rupted by questione, from the committee 
members, but he answered the queries and 
continued. 

Because of an engagement which will take 
him out of the city, Dr. Hirsch probably will 
not be heard today.

cuffs and bars being about thirty inches in 


length, thus allowing the use of his hands. 

“The board further finds, from the evi- 
dence, that on the night of Dec. 26, 1907, at 
about 8:30, Inmate Hamlin requested Night 
Lieut. Rogers to uncuff him, and that Lieut. 
Rogers did so release him and then stepped 
back into the hallway, where Guard Lewis 
stood. 

“When said Lieut. Rogers stepped back 
into the solitary cell Inmate Hamlin had 
climbed to a crossbar of the iron grating 
on the inside of his celi door, four or five 
feet high, and threw himself headlong to 
the concrete floor, first striking his head on 
either the wall or the floor.’ ; 

Doubt Story of Kicks. 

After reviewing the remainder of the evi- 
dence, the report continues: 

The charge of Inmate Hamlin that he was 
kicked, struck, or beaten, seems to be dis- 
proved by a preponderance of the evidence, 
Drs. Marshall, Graham, Scouler, and Baker, 
who attended him, and Mrs. McGuire, the 
hospital nurse, and Inmates John Collins and 
Raymond Kent, who attended Hamlin in the 
hospital during his illness, and washed his 
-body, testifying that there were no marks, 
bruises, or discolorations on his body. Against 
their testimony is the evidence of Guard 
Claypool, who testified there were marks. . 

The board believes from the evidence that 
Inmate Wiliam Hamlin came to his death 
from surgical pneumonia, superinduced by in- 
juries sustained in a fall on the night of Dec. 
26, in an attempt to commit suicide, and that 
the injury which proved fatal to him was self- 
inflicted. 

Guard Showed Bad Judgment. 

The board is firmly convinced from the 
evidence, however, that Inmate Hamlin was 
not given the prompt care, attention, and 
treatment which the apparent seriousness 
of his self-inflicted injury on the night of 
Dec. 26, 1907, called for; that Lieut. Rogers, 
in again ordering Hamlin handcuffed up 
to the cell door after his injury, and allow- 
ing him to remain there for forty or fifty 
minutes awaiting the arrival of Capt. Renoe, 
exhibited such judgment as renders him un- 
desirable for further service in this insti- 
tution; and that Capt. A. J. Renoe, in allow- 
ing Inmate Hamlin to remain on the cell floor 
on blankets over night without ordering him 
to be sent to the hospital exhibited equally 
poor judgement. 

“ As a result of our investigation, and for 
the good of the institution, we recommend 
to the general superintendent the immedi- 
ate dismissal of Capt. A. J. Renoe and Lieut. 
Rogers, who were the responsible heads in 
this unfortunate case.“

‘Clinton, III., Feb. 11.—[Special. }—Miserly 
by instinct and training, Col. Thomas Snell, 
whose $2,000,000 will is under contest here, 
became 4 reckless spender only when he 
came under the influence of women. In to- 
day's testimony there was almost an even 
balance between evidence of his extreme nig- 
gardiiness and proof of his easinéss when 
he thought he could please a member of the 
fair sex. 

On the one hand, it was shown he would let 
@ house go to ruin rather than have it re- 
paired, and that he had a habit of taking fruit 
and other delicacies from the grocery coun- 
ters, while, when the other side of his na- 
ture was in control, he would not stop at any 
means from paying the car fare of a stranger 
to giving thousands of dollars to win a smile 
from a girl. 

By his own statement, his income was $50,- 
000, and yet it was only on rare occasions 


‘that he could be found in a humor to con- 


tribute to a worthy charitable cause, and 
nearly every witness has stated he never 
got the worst of a business bargain, but his 
gifts to women, even unknown to him, ran 


to large amounts. 
Spends $175,000 on “Girls.” 


One of the many witnesses to whom the 
aged man told of his senile Don Juan ex- 
ploits testified that the aged millionaire 
boasted that he spent more than $175,000 on 
“the girls during the last years of his life.

After 
returning from the first of these the old man 
admitted he had given “his little girl,” as 
he called her, a check for $1,800 with which 
to refit her wardrobe after the ravages of 
travel. 

Paid Fares for Fair Ones. 

The most humorous revelation of Snell's 
susceptibilities to feminine charms was 
given by Maurice Sylvester, a former street 
car conductor, with whom Snell frequently 
rode as a passenger. 


ren Springer, who had held a little chat 
with Mrs. McDonald during the afternoon, 
was one who congratulated her. 

When the crowd had thinned out she was 
led downstairs to her carriage. There was 
another crowd waiting there, lined up on the 
sidewalk. As she walked threugh the pass- 
ageway that was left open for her a loud 
cheer went up. She did not give a sign that 
she was glad, but passed through with bowed 
head into the waiting arms of her nurse.

Lewis’ Oratery Is Criticised. 


Mr. Rittenhouse made a strong, clear cut 
speech, in strong contrast to the flowery ora- 
tory with which the jury was sprayed the day 
before. In describing Mr. Lewis’ address, 
Mr. Rittenhouse said: 

“The address made by counsel for the de- 
fense was the most elpquent ever heard in 
this courtroom. It was also the most un- 
fair. It was an argument not on fact, but 
on fancies. It was an appeal to your preju- 
dices. If it would convince you, the same 
gentleman, with his power of word painting 
and his eloquence; could pick up a siimy 
reptile and make it beautiful to. you. He 
would paint its baleful eyes in the colors 
of the frozen north and the glints of the 
October sun. And you, looking to see a 
fairy, would see only a snake. I'm not an 
orator. You are not orators. But you can 
recognize facts. 

“It has been intimated that the prosecutor 
has gone so far as to try to suppress evi- 
dence and to intimidate witnesses. I say to 
you that when I stand before you or any jury 
seeking to convict any human being, white or 
black, whom I believe to be innocent, I hope 
that God, at that time, will wither my right 
hand and paralyze my tongue. 


More Glashes of Counsel. 

The closing session of the trial was marked 
by another display of the bitterness between 
counsel which has broken out so often in per- 
sonealities and abusive language. 

Mr. Rittenhouse attacked the defense, 
claiming that perjury and bribery stalked 
through the case with a bold hand. In re- 
ferring to Homer J. Smith, one of the most 
important witnesses for the defense, Mr. 
Rittenhouse said that he was informed 
Smith had spent several years in the peni- 
tentiary. 

Attorney O’Donnell broke in at this point. 

“ We weren't interrupted, your honor,“ he 
said, but that statement ia untrue. Isay it 
for my friend, Homer Smith.” 

„ He said so himself,“ continued Attorney 
Rittenhouse. “And theonly reason he would 
go away from Chicago and stay away seven 
years and not be heard of is that he was 
broke, or in the penitentiary.” 

That's not true, either,” said Attorney 
O’ Donnell. 

„Now let’s go om peaceably,” said Judge 
Brentano. 

“Well, counsel wouldn't dare say that to 
Smith outside of court,” said Attorney 
O'Donnell. 

“Go on; go on with the argument,” said 
the court impatiently. 


Strong Plea for Conviction. 

“This case is watched in every city in the 
country, and the mothers of 10,000 other 
boys are looking to you to say that such 
crimes shall not be tolerated in this city,"’ 
continued Mr. Rittenhouse. “If you are 
setisfied beyond a reasonable doubt treat 
this woman if she were a man. And in 
the future, wifen some woman shoots a man 
on the street you need not say, This would 
not have happened if I had dome my duty,’ 
I ask for justice; for a verdict which satisfies 
your conscience. If you believe Dora Mc- 
Donald shot this man down, give usa verdict 
that will protect other men. Don’t let senti- 
mental women believe they can kill men in 
cold blood. Give us a verdict according to 
your conecience.’’ 

Attorney Rittenhouse finished epeaking 
and Judge Brentano began reading his in- 
structions. 


Jury Deliberates Five Hours. 

Mra. McDonald did not betray any interest 
in these closing remarks. After the jury had 
gone out she walked across the hallway with 
her nurse to the custodian’s office.

Story of Shooting Recalled. 

Webster S. Guerin, for whose death Mra. 
McDonald now is held innocent, was shot and 
killed instantly in the rooms.of the Harrison 
Art company, 708 Omaha building, Feb. 21, 
1907. Mrs. McDonald was alone with him in 
the room at that time. She was arrested 
and charged with murder, but she asserted 
even then that Guerin was shot in a strug- 
gle, and that he had tried to kill her be- 
cause she had exposed the fact that he had 
blackmailed her for years to her husband, 
Michael C. McDonald. N 

Mra. McDonald was 88 years old at that 
time. Guerin was 27. They had been friends 
and intimates for ten years, Guerin, who was 
also known under the name of Louis Fisher, 
resided with his mother and brother at 655 
West Harrison street. The Guerin famfly 
claimed that Mrs. McDonald had killed 
Guerin because she was jealous of other 
women who were trying to take him away 
from her. 


Grief Kills Michael McDonald. 

Michael McDonald, at one time one of the 
most powerful gamblers and politicians in 
Chicago, stood by his wife through days of 
her raving in the Harrison street police sta- 
tion and in the county jail. He died of grief 
last August, attended by his wife and by 
Mary Noonan McDonald, his first wife, 
whom he had divorced after she had eloped 
with a priest. 

Mary Noonan McDonald came back sud- 
denly after this tragedy, and after McDon- 
ald's death she tried to break his will, but 
her efforts were uneucceseful. McDonald's 
estate probated at $800,000. Mrs. Dora Mo- 
Donald's income from this ig in the neigh- 
borhood of $10,000 a year. Mrs. McDonald 
was released on bonds of $50,000 last March. 
Since that time she has attempted suicide 
several times. Her mind js blunted by the 
shock of the tragedy and her physical health 
ig broken, She has memory of few things 
after the shooting.

The lawyer went to his home a 
few days later, and was denounced by the old 
man, who declared that the churches were 
Lleed'ng the town to death, and that he had 
invited him there to tell him 80. 


Grocer Tells of Parsimony. 

Snell's extreme parsimony in every day life 
was clearly depicted by Thomas W. Cackley, 
a Clinton grocer. 

He used to come and sit down on a bench 
I had beside the store,“ he narrated, and 
reach over and take an apple or an orange 
or a few strawberries and sit there while he 
ate them. Then he would put another one 
or two in his pocket and walk along a little 
farther and sit down and eat them. This went 
on for a long time, and one day I suggested 
he might send me a little check. He was 
peeling an apple and made a rush at me with 
the knife in his hand. G0 to ——! I'll stick 
this knife into you if you talk money to me,’ 
he said and I never said anything again. 

Several additional witnesses were called 
upon to express their personal opinions of 
Snell's soundness of mind and, with one gc- 
cord, they affirmed that he wasinsané. They 
differed on the degree of his mental trouble. 
however. Some held he was totally crazy, 
while others declared that he was only in- 
sane upon certain subjects, and still a third 
group believed that his mind was all right 
except at times. 

The best tilt between a witness and an at- 
tornéy came from one of this third group. 
The Rev. J. B. Horney. a Methodist minister, 
had told of an experience with Snell in 1906, 
when he was called to his bedside because the 
old man believed himself dying.

Snell professed penitence, reformed for 
three days, and on the fourth, in the presence 
of the minister, cursed so loudly that he 
could be heard across the street.

GIVES HISTORY OF FIGHT. 


Employers’ Liability Act Most 
Important Duty Still Un- 
done, He Says. 


Kalamazoo, Mich., Feb. 11.—[Special.j— 
Senator P. C. Knox of Pennsylvania, former 
attorney general of the United Btates, to- 
night explained the progress of the govern- 
ment's fight to control the great railway 
systems of the country. 

The senator reviewed the history of the 
fight from the time the roads asked relief 
from the rigid state laws until the people 
themselves pleaded with congress to create 
u commission and enact laws holding the 
roads in check. 

Knox reviewed the work of the interstate 
commerce commission, and praised it for the 
taske accomplished. He also lauded the ef- 
forts of the present administration in its war- 
fare on evil railroad corporations, and de- 
clared that, despite the Howling of unscrupu- 
lous opponents, the prosecutions in the 
courts, instead of causing lasting retrench- 
ments, will eventually lead to a greater and 


broader prosperity. 
‘Text of the Speech. 


dena tor Knox's speech was in part as fol- 


ws: 

„Created by the states and originally de- 
signed and operated almost wholly as local 
highways, it was long after the American 
rallwaxs were well established in the eastern 
States before the conflict began between the 
‘fiational and state authorities incident to the 


ee yexpansion of the railroads into interstate 


‘systems. 
Local governmental policies in respect to 
rallroad properties and operations had been 
i ted and embodied in state constitutions, 
, and judicial decisions. The gates 
claimed and insisted upon a control over busi- 
ness of railroads transacted within their 
‘borders unaffected by the fact that such 
business may have originated in or been des- 

-Ytined for points in other states. 

+ The extent of the confusion growing out 
of this condition of affairs can scarcely be 
realised in this age of continuous and un- 
‘broken routes of travel and transportation. 
tPassengers had to change cars at state lines 

and goods had to be reshipped. The privilege 
of going into, out of, or through states was 
taxed, and the right to do so was held not to 
conflict with the power of congress over in- 


. terstate commerce.“ 


Tells of Old Abuses. 

As an explanation of part of the difficulties 
brought about by this condition, Senator 
Knox told of the monopoly of business in 
New Jersey enjoyed by the Camden and 
‘Amboy railroad, the charter of which, given 
by the state, prevented the building of any 
other road in that section. During the civil 
far, the senator continued, the govern- 
ment was forced to use another road and the 
‘Camden and Amboy line, by resorting to the 
courts, compelled the company which served 
the nation to pay to it every cent receive 

‘for its service. “ 
It was to destroy this momopoly that the 
Arst move was made by the federal gov- 
ernment to assert its power. This law, en- 
acted in 1866, provided that railroads are 
uthorized to carry persons and property 
one state to another without state in- 
terference. 
Senator Knox then continued: 
“Proceeding with even more rapid pace 
after the movement had begun, the federal 
stage authority supplemented the legisla- 
ve branch of the government in its effective 
work of establishing the supremacy of the 
nat onal to the exclusion of the state author- 
ity over intercourse and the means of inter- 
course among the states. 


Executive Branch Gives Aid. 


“The federal activities to promote and 
Protect national commerce have likewise 
extended to the executive branch of the gov- 
ernment. President Cleveland’s intervention 
at Chicago in 1894 was based in part upon 
the interruption of commerce between the 
gtates. The executive claim was that the 
national power over interstate commerce in- 
cluded all the attributes of sovereignty, and 

- thet the president had power to forcibly re- 
move allobstructions put upon the highways 
of commerce. That claim was sustained by 
the Supreme court. 

Senator Knox, having explained the ef- 
forts made by the government to protect the 
railroads from the states’ oppresson, then 
turned to the progress made in protecting the 
public from oppressive acts on the part of 
the great railroads themselves. On this point 
he said: 2 

The agitation for railway legislation pre- 


. ceding the passage of the act of 1887, which 


created the interstatécommerce commission, 
was caused by the flagrant disregard by the 
general officers of railroad companies of their 
obligations to the public and their duties to 
their security holders. The general purpose 
of that law was to secure the equality of right 
between shippers and communities which 
had been so generally ignored. Favored 
individuals and localities had been enriched, 
and unfavored onbs had been brought to pov- 
erty. Much relief was anticipated from this 
measure, and, indeed, the grosser forms of 
5 discriminating favors were for a time ap- 
-. parently checked. 


Congress Unwilling to Act. 


_ “ While the commission possessed the pow- 
er to seek and discover deviations from the 
da, it had no power to declare just rules of 
action or to enforce its decrees concerning 
unjust practices. Time and again, but in 
vain, did the commission represent to, con- 
gress the defects in the law as a remedial 
measure for the abuses against which it 
was aimed, and time and again its recom- 
mendations were ignored. The unwillingness 
of congress to remedy the law's defects and 
the apparent disposition of the courts strictly 
to construe its provisions practically nullified 
this legislation.“ 
The climax of this legislation, he s#id,. was 
mot reached until during the present admin- 
„ stration. This climax, he said, was brought 
About by the formation of the Northern Se- 
curities company to throttle railroad com- 
petition in the northwest and the combina- 
tion entered into by the packers and grain 
dealers in the northwest. The disclosures 
of these abuses, he said, demanded quick 
ection in new and untried lines. 

The first important act of the administra- 
tion affecting this subject, he continued. 
“was its declaration that the plenary 
power of congress over all kinds of 
transportation and its instrumentalfties 
had not been exhausted by the Sher- 

man anti-trust law nor by the interstate com- 
merce act, and the announcement that steps 
. Would be taken at once to secure interpreta- 
tions of all existing laws, with a view of con- 
firming the theory of the completeness of 
» the federal power as applied to the situation 
ard as ay guide in considering the necessity 
Tor new legislation. 
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* Pursuing this policy, the monopolies cre- 


ga ted by secret and preferential rates for rai!- 
. road transportation were successfully at- 
A tacked in sults in equity to enjoin the viola-

a law to enable the government to get at all 
the facts bearing upon the organization and 
practices of concerns engaged in interstate 
and foreign commerce, and a law to secure 
speedy decisions of cases under the anti- 
trust and interstate commerce laws. Every 
one of these suggestions became law within 
sixty days after it was proposed.“ . 


The speaker declared the work of the gov- 


ernment was not yet finished and said that 
the principal laws yet needed were for reg- 
ulating rates so as to force reasonable tariff 
on all lines and the regulation of the roads 
@o as to minimize the dangers incident to 
travel both to the employés and passengers. 

These features, he added, were covered 
by the railroad rate law, the safety appliance 
law, the law limiting the number of hours 
railroad employés can be consecutively em- 
ployed, and the employers’ liability act. 
The last mentioned act has recently been 
declared by the Supreme court to be uncon- 
stitutlonal as it was written, but its benefi- 
cent provisions are sure to be reénacted 
upon valid and constitutional lines. 

The attacks made upon the administration 
as the result of its activity in regulating the 
railroads then were disoussed. These, he 
said, were inspired by bitterness and opposi- 
tion and would result in no delay in the work. 
The speaker added: ‘ 

“ Unfriendly criticism has portrayed these 
steps as bearing fruit only in the disturbance 
of business. To this the facts furnish a 
complete refutation. The steady judicial as- 
sertion of exclusive national authority over 
the interstate traffic of the railroads, and the 
no less steady assertion of the legislative 
and executive branches that the authority 
shall be used to correct evils arising from 
lack of regulation, are not sporadic but con- 
stant, nor have the measures framed, ma- 
tured, and enacted by congress inflicted in- 
jury upon or given just cause of complaint 
to legitimate interests. 

Mean Greater ty. 

On the contrary, these laws, rightly seen, 
mean a sounder, stronger, and more widely 
diffused prosperity for the real corporate in- 
teresta—namely: the owners of the railroad 
shares and securities. 

“ High railroad authority has declared the 
necessity of spending five and a half biMions 
during the next two yeare in extensions of 
the railroad facilities, to meet the growing 
demands of the country, coupled with a grave 
doubt whether the securities to pay for these 
expenditures can be floated. In view of that 
doubt, though {ft ig questioned whether it is 
a subject within federal authority, it is of 
the utmost importance that the five and a 
half billions of securities shall purchase the 
full five and a half billions’ worth of im- 
provements, ard not be subject to wholesale 
though surreptitious subtractions. 

“Surely investors will buy bonds which 
represent 100 per cent of their face in actual 
increase of the value of the property more 
readily than bonds which only enhance the 
security 60, 70, or even 80 per cent of the in- 
crease in liabilities. Surely stockholders will 
find more satisfaction in their property If it is 
not burdened with charges to pay interest on 
20 or 30 per cent of bogus indebtedness. Surely 
the great body of industry will be less pro- 
voked to enmity if their traffic isMmot called 
upon to pay fixed charges on that element of 
pure inflation. 

Both Sides Will Be Aided. 

It is as much to the interest of the se- 
curity holders that favoritism in rates and 
the flat quality in capitalization shall be 
prevented as it is to the intere@ of the pub- 
lic that railroad capital shall earn a fair 
return on actual and uninflated investment. 
Legislation conceived and executed in the 
unchangeable resolution to maintain justice 
and honesty for and against all classes alike 
is beneficial for all alike, and establishes the 
foundation for the dest and most per- 
manent national pro ty.“ 

Even the managers of the great railway 
stems are beginning to realize the justice 
in these laws, the speaker stated, quoting 
the following from the commerce commis- 
sion’s report for 1907 to support his assertion: 

“Tt means much for the present and more 
for the future that the principles of this law 
have gained greatly in general understanding 
and acceptance. By railway managers al- 
most without exception the amended law has 
been accepted in good faith and they exhibit 
for the most part a sincere and earnest dis- 
position to conform their methods to its re- 
quirements. Toa gratifying extent there have 
been readjustments of rates and correction 
of abuses by the carriers themselves. 
Methods and usages of one sort or another 
which operated to individual advantage have 
been voluntaritly changed, and it is not too 
much to say that there is now a freedom from 
forbidden discriminations which is actual 
and general to a degree never before ap- 
proached.”’ 

Following the address of Senator Knox 
Congressmen J. Adam Bede of Minnesota 
addressed ‘he audience in a humorous talk 
on Happiress."’

NAVY FAVORS BOXING BOUTS. 


Commander of Vessel on Which Seaman 
Was Slain in Fight Gets Letter on 
Subject from Department. 


Washington, D. C., Feb. 11.—A letter of 
censure has been written by the navy depart- 
ment to Lieut. Loudenberger, the command- 
ing officer of the Cumberland, on which oc- 
curred the boxing bout resulting in the sub- 
sequent death of Seaman Apprentice Hartnet 
at Newport, R. I.

In the same communication the belief is ex- 
pressed that every proper precaution was 
taken to guard against injury and that no in- 
jury could reasonably be expected to occur 
as the gloves used were of , 
pattern.

ties Are Carried by the 
War Secretary. 


FORAKER'S HOPES FADE. 


Court Ruling Adverse to Sena- 
tor; State Convention Solid 
for Cabinet Man. 


Columbus, O., Feb. 11.—-[ Special. I In the 
thirty-six counties and eleven congressional! 
districts of Ohio in which republican pri- 
maries were held today a unanimous expres- 
sion of support for Secretary of War Taft 
for the presidential nomination was made. 

In the state convention to be held March 
8, which will name four delegates at large 
to the national convention, every delegate 
will be a Taft delegate. 

Either through certification by boarde of 
election in fifty-two counties or through pri- 
maries in thirty-five counties Taft delegates 
to the state convention have been selected. 

In Hardin county, the remaining one of 
the elghty-eight in Ohio no state conven- 
tion delegates were chosen, the failure to 
select being by default. 

In only one county—Knox—was there any 
direct opposition to Taft in today’s pri- 
maries. 

The Foraker list of delegates in that county 
was easily bowled over by the Taft men. 
In three other counties there were contests, 
but they were not against Taft, as local 
questions only were at issue. : 


Foraker’s Hopes Blasted. 

The Supreme court destroyed all chances 
of success by the Foraker element in Cuya- 
hoga county by declaring that the Taft coun- 
ty committee was the only valid organiza- 
tion of its kind in that county, and the selec- 
tion of delegates there went by default, no 
ticket being placed in the field against the 
Taft candidates. 

Actual voting for delegates to the state 
convention was carried on in but thirty-five 
out of the total of eight-eight counties in the 
state, The Taft delegates in fifty-two coun- 
ties having no opposition and their names 
were simply certified as having been elected. 

No vote being taken in Hardin, it was the 
general belief that votes would be cast in 
thirty-six counties, but the failure of the 
Foraker men to bring out an opposition 
ticket in Cuyahoga county reduced the num- 
ber by one. 

Congressional primaries were held in the 
Fourth, Fifth, Sixth, greater part of the 
Eighth, Ninth, Twelfth, Fourteenth, Fif- 
teenth, Sixteenth, Eighteenth, and Twenty- 
first districts. and in small portions of the 
Seventh and Nineteenth. 

In these Jesse W. Taylor carried the sixth 
district; Gen. R. B. Brown, past commander 
in chief of the G. A. R., was victorious in 
the fifteenth, and D. A. Hollingsworth car- 
ried the sixteenth district. Congressman 
Theodore Benton is declared to have swept 
the twenty-first district, in which a con- 
gressional nominee will be named on Thurs- 
day. 

Taft Manager Talks of Victory. 

The following statement was issued to- 
night by Arthur 1 Vorys, manager of the 
Taft campaign: 

Ohio is for Taft. The result at the pri- 
maries today completes the demonstration. 

Every county (except one with seven 
delegates) now has selected its delegates to 
the state convention. Every county has 
selected Taft delegates. 

“ The state convention will be unanimously 
for Taft, for every one of the delegates is 
for and is instructed for Taft. 

‘This unanimity also demonstrates that 
every one of the forty-six delegates to the 
national convention will be for Taft 


SHAW PRAISES ROOSEVELT, 
THEN CENSURES HIS COURSE. 


Ex-Secretary of Treasury Says Law En- 
forcement Is Right, but Wholesale 
Chastisement” Wrong. 


Marshall. Mich. Feb. 11.—[{Special.)— 
Leslie M. Shaw, ex-secretary of the treasury, 
and until recently president of the Carnegie 
Trust company of New York, was the chief 
speaker at the Lincoln celebration of the 
Marshall Republican club tonight. 

He praised the life and deeds of the mar- 
tyred civil war president and paid high 
tribute to the steadfastness of the citizen- 
ship of the union in solving the great prob- 
lems which have confronted the nation dur- 
ing the period of transition from thirteen 
distinct colonies to a compact union of forty- 
six states. 

Coming down to presentsday affairs, open 
praise and velied censure of President Roose- 
velt was indulged in by the speaker, who said 
wholesale chastisement was not a meas- 
ure of wisdom. 

When Theodore Roosevelt took the oath 
of office he announced that he would ad- 
here to and follow out the policies of his 


predecessor. Fortunately, these policies 
were in full force and did not neéd to be 
strengthened. Therefore, within fort- 


eight hours, to his lasting credit be it said, 
the new president was !naugurating policies 
of his own. 

The present administration has been most 
admirably fitted to the times. Notice has 
been served and service has been accepted 
that In this country the people are supreme, 
that the revised statutes of the United States 
constitute a most wholesome volume which 
can wisely be kept on the table around 
which directors regularly assemble, and 
that in the employment of counsel corpora- 
tions do well to select men who will see to 
it that the operations of their clients are 
kept well within the limitations of the law, 
lest in their efforts to evade its spirit they 
incur the penalties mentioned in the letter.“ 

Measures designed to restore public con- 
fidence in order to enable transportation 
companies to borrow money with which to 
increase their trackage and other facilities 
were urged by Mr. Shaw. 


CALEB POWERS PETITIONS HERE 


Republican Precinct Workers Will Seek 
Signatures to the Plea fora 
Pardon. 


The effort to secure Chicago signatures to 
the petition asking for the pardoning of 
Caleb Powers has been begun by precinct 
workers in the republican organization. The 
work in Illinois is under the direct super- 
vision of C. J. Doyle of Greenfield, one of the 
close personal friends of Richard Yates. who 
was retained as counsel for Powers in one of 
his trials. He is assisted by a committee of 
republicans and democrats Including Speak- 
er Edwaré D. Shurtleff of the house of rep- 
resentatives; Scott Cowen, Senator O. F. 
Berry, W. L. Mounts. Len Small, David 
Shanahen, and Fred J. Kern. Already 34 400 
signatures have been obtained outside of 
Cook county. In Chicago it is hoped to 
secure at least 130,000.

that, if elected president, he would be noth- 
ing more nor less than a subterfuge by 
means of which President Roosevelt pro- 
posed to perpetiiate his own power. 
The people were appealed to on the ground 
that it was unfair for a president to infiu- 
ence the selection of his successor and that 
if such practices were permitted it would 
build up a dangerous political dynasty, be- 
cause after Roosevelt had made Taft his 
helr apparent, Taft, in his turn, after eight 
years of power, would appoint a residuary 
legatee, and so the dynastic idea in Amer- 
ican politics would be put in full operation 


and an endless chain would be established 


which could be broken only by the election 
of a democrat. 
Results Deny Foraker Charges. 

People who knew Roosevelt and who knew 
Taft did not need to discuss such an argu- 
ment seriously, but it undoubtedly had a 
great deal of weight in certain sections of 
the country. 

People unfamiliar with the personal char- 
acteristics of the secretary of war supposed 
him to be a “ putty man,” molded to meet 
the emergency by the remorseless Angers 
of Theodore Roosevelt. 

The statement was frequently made by 
the anti-Taft people that he could not hold 
re 8 except as a favorite of the presi- 

ent. 

This argument seems to have been pretty 
well smashed up by the result in Ohio. When 


all is gaid and done, admitting all thet Mr. 
Foraker has charged regarding the use ot, 


a federal patronage, the influence of the 
national administration must have been 
small, It could not elect Burton mayor of 
Cleveland against Tom Johnson because 
public sentiment did not happen to be run- 
ning in that direction. 

The fight was too bitter and Foraker and 
Dick were too resourceful to make it pos- 
sible that any mere man of clay could have 
won so complete a victory against them. 

In all justice to Secretary Taft, it must be 
assumed that he won on his merits, in his 
own country, after a hard fight, and he can 
consistently claim, therefore, the fruits of 
the victory. 


Second Charge Refuted. 

In the second place the argument has been 
frequently distributed about the country 
that the fight against Taft in Ohio was so 
bitter that it he were nominated he could 
not possibly carry hia own state against 
such a man as Bryan. 

The result of the primary elections today 
dissipates this argument as completely as 
it does the other one. Few men have car- 
ried their own states after a hard fight as 
completely victorious as Taft has been. 

If he has n the united republican party 
in Ohio back of him now there never was such 
a thing. The elections all over the state dem- 
onstrate that he has the people back of him. 
Ohio never yet went back on a favorite son 
under similar conditions. 

The result of the fight between Foraker 
and Taft certainly demonstrates that if the 
republicans of the country see fit to elect 
the secretary of war as their standard bear- 
er he can poll the full republican strength 
of his own state. 

The annihilation of Foraker has been so 
complete that even if he and his immediate 
followers should choose to knife Taft or to 
oppose him openly the estimate of the result 
of their efforts could scarcely be expressed 
a the percentage column the day after elec- 

on. 


Taft Has Long Fight to Make. 

It does not by any means follow that the 
victory in Ohio means the nomination of 
Taft. He has a long and hard row to plow 
yet. There are elements in the opposition to 
him which are of a most serious character. 

There is every evidence of a general under- 
standing between the forces of Cannon. 
Fairbanks, Knox, and Hughes. These four 
men do not, by any means, etand for the 
same thing, but they have behind them some 
of the shrewdest politicians in the United 
States. 

It is evident to everybody that Uncle Joe 
Cannon's campaign is being managed with 
consummate skill. It is also becoming more 
and more apparent that New England, under 
the leadership of Senator Murray Crane of 
Massachusetts, will go into the convention 
practically uninstructed, but with a decided 
tendency to throw a more or less solid vote 
to Hughes on first ballot. 

Knox has behind him a delegation second 
only to New York in its individual strength. 
If the Pennsylvania delegation were to be 
tumbled solidly into the Hughes column, 
and it were to be followed on the same ballot 
by New England, Indiana and Illinois. it 
would be extremely difficult for the Taft 
forces to withstand the onslaught. 

The actual result in Ohio was discounted 
long ago, but the moral effect throughout 
the country is extremely valuable to Taft. 
It has advertised him before the people as a 
fighter as well as a splendid executive officer, 
and it has demonstrated that he can stand 
on his own bottom, practically independent 
of any strength he may derive, directly or 
indirectly, from President Roosevelt. 

The secretary of war brings his own state 
into the scrimmage with all the prestige to 
be derived from actual fighting, while each 
of the other favorite sons will have behind 
him his own state, but merely as a passive 
force, no one knowing just how the state 
would have behaved if a fight had been ar- 
ranged similar to that which has just been 
closed in Ohio by the selection of a state 
convention which will be practically unani- 
mous for Taft, and which will select four 
delegates at large pledged to his support at 
Chicago. 


BAR ASSOCIATION DISCUSSES

Sentiment in Favor of Plan Develops, 
but Vote Is Deferred Till Next Meet- 
ing— Headquarters to Be Moved. 


A meeting of the board of managers of the 
Chicago Bar association yesterday at the 
Mid-Day club showed that there is a strong 
desire among Chicago lawyers to see the 
magistrates in the Superior, Circuit, Crim- 
mal. Probate, and County courts in flowing 
gowns. As the board had considerable other 
bus'ness on hand, a vote on whether or not 
the Chicago bar should recommend gowns 
was deferred until the next meeting.

Slayer Fights Crowd Until Exhausted 
and Then Is Beaten to Death Before 
He Is Hanged. -; 


Valdosta, Ga., Feb. 11.—[{Special.)—At- 
tacked by a mob of lynchers just across the 
Florida line, Jack Long, a white man, fought 
his assailants desperately, wounding ten of 
them, and forcing the others to kill him in 
the fight.

The shrinking chances of connecting Chi-

tractor, is being sold.

The Hancock company of New York took 
the stock of the concern from a Chicago 
broker, who, after selling a few shares, re- 
fused to have anything more to do with it.

There were a number of old partners who 
had withdrawn from the firm without giving 
legal notice, and these, Mr, Cleveland 
thought, on being sued would join the pres- 
ent partners, and among them would raise 
enough money, to pay the d itors in full.

This is the policy of the Society of Jesus. 
according to the Very Rev. Alexander J. 
Burrowes, 8. J., the newly appointed rector 
of St. Ignatius college. He said the order 
will oppose all doctrines subversive of the 
existence of the state, the family and the fun- 
damental teachings of Christianity. 

Father Burrowes also reiterated that it 
would be his policy to build up St. Ignatius 
college to a Jesuit university that, shall be- 
come an educational institution of the highest 
efficiency. 

The new rector is tall and straight, of 
scholarly appearance and unassuming man- 
ners. He enunciated his ideas in a clear 
voice and in dignified diction, while his facial 
expression and gestures bespoke a man of 
action. N 


Aims Blows at Socialism. 
Here are some of Father Burrowes epi- 
Frams on socialism: ~ 

When the props supporting the socialist theory 
are knocked don by reason and common sense 
there is nothing left of the theory. 

The church does not concern itself with economic 
theories; the business Interests of the nation wil! 
take care of that. ' 

The church does guard faith and morale; wher- 
ever amd whenever the socialists encroach on these 
it is our business to oppose socialism. 

Any theory which attempts to destroy the state, 
the family, and the fundamental teachings of 
Christ ie dangerous, and should be opposed by all 
right minded men.

Driven “from Pillar to Post.” 


Father Burrowes comes fresh from sev-

Just 
how soon we shall be able to attain that I 
cannot say now. It will take me two er three 
months to familiarize myself with the possi- 
bilities here.

“Padre’s” Value Is Said to Be De- 
pendent on Possible Dis- 
covery of Oil.

The mystic isle of Padre,“ which forms 
the chief asset (on paper) of the wrecked 
private bank of Archie Tisdelle, became 
more mysterious than ever yesterday. An- 
other owner showed up, with a deed, deciar- 
ing that Tisdelle has no valid interest in 
the island. 

The disclosure came about in a way en- 
tirely in Keeping with the mysterious at- 
mosphere in which the sunny island has 
basked ever since Mr. Tisdclle sprung a 
$10,000. mortgage on it and boastfully de- 
clared in Referee in Bankruptcy Kastman's 
court that his half interest in the island is 
worth $500,000. 

An anonymous writer sent the following 
letter to James Rosenthal and Francis J 
Houlihan, attorneys for the receiver: 


See Peter Johnston, 121 La Salle street, broker. 
He can give you some information about the 
mysterious Padre island; also can unravel a few 
kinks in the peculiar transactions of Tisdelle and 
W. F. Brink, who made out the $10,000 mortgage to 
Tisdelle, JUSTICE. 


Dr. Park Claims the Island. 

Attorney Rosenthal went over to call on 
Mr. Johnson and found him simply “ biling 
over with facts, bonds, contracts, and gen- 
eral information about Padre island. Mr. 
Johnston said the “ real owner” is Dr. An- 
drew James Park, 520 Fast Fiftieth street. 
He said he had been to Padre and at one time 
signed a contract to buy the island, Avhich 
later was canceled when he found that Brink 
didn’t have a title. 

“Dr. Park bought Padre island from the 
James Kennedy estate two years ago,“ said 
Mr. Johnston. James Kennedy lived in 
Tonia, Mich., and died about three years ago. 
For several years he was interested in the 
isiand. When he f @ that some eight or 
ten persone laid claim to it he bought up each 
claim individually until he had a clear title. 
He bought the claim of W. F. Brink and re- 
corded the purchase in the courthouse of 
Corpus Christi, Tex., Sept. 25, 1886. 


Loan by Tisdelle Is Doubted. 

When we learned that Brink was trying 
to gell Padre island to Tisdelle Park and I 
drew up 4 copy of the transactions between 
ourselves and Brink and sent them to Tis- 
delle, showing conclusively that Brink didn’t 
have any claim on the property. Despite 
that, Tisdelle claims to have given Brink 
$10,000 and taken a mortgage on the prop- 
erty. He never came to see Park about it. 
I think it was simply an agreement, and 
that Tisdelle didn't give a cent for the deed.” 

The anonymous letters which have been 
coming in daily from Patrick Welch,“ 
Justice,“ and Blackstone Jr.“ were writ- 
ten by Dr. Park. Johnston said Dr. Park, 
who is past 70 y old, gave nearly $300,000 
for the island and borrowed $30,000 on un- 
secured notes from him in making the deal. 
The notes are still due. 

‘The island is worth nothing except the 
possibility that oll might be foundson it,“ 
said Johnston. “It is nothing but a sand 
reef, about seventy miles long and three 
miles wide, some five to ten miles off the 
coast. Tisdelle said he bought it for the 
asphalt properties. There is not any asphalt 
on the island.“ 

The only claim Brink ever had on the is- 
land, according to Johnston, was aa a stock- 
holder of the American Cattle company, 
‘which wae organized in the early 808, and 
was dissolved some years later.

This chapter of Volk's memoirs has been 
made available through the courtesy of S. 
Klaber & Co. marble workers of New York, 
and of the Century company, in whose maga- 
zine the memoirs appeared in 1881. 


Story of Sculptor Volk. 
In the memoirs Mr. Velk told of meeting 
Lincoln in 1858 and of his arrangement in 
1860 for the sittings in his studio. 
“I returned to Chicago,“ sald Mr. Volk, 
and got my studio in the Portland block in 
order and began to consider whose bust I 
should first begin on in clay when I noticed 
in a morning paper that Abraham Lincoin 
was in town, retained as one of the counsel 
in a ‘sandbar’ trial. I at once decided to 
remind him of his promise to sit to me 
madg two years before. 
8 shall be glad to give you the sittings. 
When shall I come, and how long will you 
need me each time?’ he sad. 
“Just after breakfast. every morning, 
would, he said, suit him best, and he could 
remain until court opened at 10 o' clock. I 
answered that I would be ready for him the 
next morning, Thursday. This was in the 
early part of April, 1860. 
Very well, Mr. Volk, I will be here, and 
I'll go to a barber and have my hair cut be- 
fore I come’ 


Insists on Having Hair Cut. 
“YT requested him not to let the barber cut 
ft too short, and said I would rather he would 
leave it as it was; but to this he would not 
consent. Then, all of a sudden, he ran his 
fingers through his hair and said: 
No, I cannot come tomorrow, as I have 
an ‘engagement with Mr. W ‘to. go to 
Evanston tomorrow and attend an entertain- 
ment; but I'd rather come and sit to you for 
the bust than go there and meet a lot of col- 
lege professors and others, all strangers to 
me. And I will be obliged if you will go to 
Mr. W——'s office now and get me released 
from the engagement. I will wait here till 
you come back.’ 
Mr. Lincolm looked quite sorry when I re- 
ported to him the failure of my mission. 
„Well. he said. ‘I suppose I must go, but 
I will come to you Friday morning.’ 
He was there promptly—indeed, he never 
failed to be on time. 
I told him I would only take the measure- 
ments of his bead and shoulders that time, 
and next morning I would make a cast of his 
face, which. would save him a number of 
sittings: He stood up against the wall and I

To determine the proper scope of such an 
occasion and arrange for its success will 
require time and careful thought. The 
Illinois State Historical society is soon to 
publish a volume commemorating the 
famous debate between Douglas and Lin- 
coln. The interest in the man will be 
stimulated in many ways during the next 
few months. The country will look to 
Illinois for the leadership in the expres- 
sions of honor which the centenary of the 
birth of Abraham Lincoln, will call forth. 


TWO. BATTLESHIPS. 

The secretary of the navy asked con- 
gress to authorise this year the construc- 
tiom of four battleships to cost about 838, - 
000,000. Two years ago the program of 
the administration was one, or at the 
most two, battleships a year. This was 
accepted by the public as reasonable and 
judicious. It made adequate provision for 
the steady replacement of old ships with 
new ones of a superior type. 

What has happened to make it desir- 
able to authorize the change of program? 
There are men like Representative Rich- 
moud Pearson Hobson who contend that a 
gigantic navy is the most urgent need of 
the United States. He would like to 
have $50,000,000 appropriated annually 
for that purpose. He asserts that the 
country will not be safe unless it shall 
plunge into naval conetruction on a pro- 
digious scale. The general public does 
not share his fears and does not approve 
of his program. It does not see anywhere 
activity in the building of battleships 
which are likely to be used against this 
country. 

The British are all the while building 
ships, but everybody knows the reason 
for it. Thef are for use against Eu- 
ropean, not American fleets. Germany 
is to build four battleships a year for 
the next ten years, but there is no Amer- 
ican who looks on that program appre- 
hensively and thinks it should be met by 
equal activity in American shipbuilding. 
There is no fear— certainly as long as 
Kaiser Wilhelm lives—of any clash be 
tween the United States and Germany. 

There remains Japan, against which the 
alarmists have told Americans they should 
be on their guard. But the Japanese 
navy, which is at this moment inferior 
to that of the United States, is not being 
strengthened with menacing speed on 
such a scale as to furnish an excuse for 
the authorization of four new battleships 
by congress. 

The secretary of the navy did not give 
the committee on naval affairs of the 
house any weighty reason for four battle- 
ships. Therefore the committee has acted 
wisely in reducing the number to two. 
Doubtless its conclusions will be concurred 
in by the house, not merely because econ- 
omy is expedient at a time of shrinking 
revenues, but because the necessity for a 
departure from the moderate program of 
naval construction of two years ago is 
not apparent, ‘

ment asked for four ships not expecting

vene and to beg in the of his own 
sovereign, whom Gladstone denounced as 
“the great assassin, that the shah would 
treat his people with moderation, for the 
sake of humanity and justice.” 

While the shah seems to have the situa- 
tion well in hand, yet both he and his gov- 
ernment are terribly handicapped by the 
lack of money, and hig difficulties in this 
respect have been greatly augmented by 
the still unpunished murder in Teheran of 
the most eminent Parsee banker of the city. 

The Parsees are the financiers the ori- 
ent. Théy all hang together, their head- 
quarters as captains of finance being at 
Bombay, where all the loans to oriental 
rulers and chieftaing are decided upon. 

The unpunished assassingtion of their emi- 
nent coreligionist at Teheran, whether it be 
as the result of religious fanaticiem or of 
an attempt to extort money by terror, is not 
precisely caloulated to open their purse 
atrings to the shah or to his government. 

— 


While on the subject of the orient I may 
mention that King Edward has given great 
satisfaction throughout India and Egypt, ae 
well as in his Moslem possessions in Africa, 
by intimating to the sublime porte that he 
would be glad if the latter, in selecting a 
succesgor to the late Musurus Pasha, were to 
accredit a Mohammedan instead of a 
Christian to the court of St. James as Otto- 
man ambassador. 

It seems that the late Queen Victoria early 
in her reign made a point of Tequiring that 
the Turkish envoy in London should oe a 
Christian, so ae to avoid the presence at 
her court of a polygamist. 

She did not relish the notion of being com- 
pelled to receive an ambassedor who had a 
mumber of wives, and maintained a huge 
harem on the banks of the Thames. 

In consequence of thie the Turkish envoye 
in. England have always been Christians— 
that. is to say, Armenians, Ariane, or By- 
gantine Greeks. 

After Queen Victoria had assumed the title 
of emprese of India she became much more 
broad minded in these matters and not only 
received with the most distinguished honors 
all sorts of polygamous potentates at her 
court, but even added to her household an 
Indian munshi or secretary, whose domestic 
arrangements were of the plural order. 

King Edward is equally sensible, and, re- 
membering that he is the ruler of the great- 
est Mohammedan empire in the world—he 
has in Indta and Africa five times more fol- 
lowers of the prophet subject to his scepter 
than the eultan of Turkey—he considers it 
only right that there should be no discrim- 
ination’ at his court against any ambassador 
of the Mohammedan faith.

Count Melchoir Gurowski, whose death 
has just taken place at Nice, where he owned 
the chateau of Montboron on the Ville- 
franche road; had many American friends 
and affiliatione, some acquired in this coun- 
try, others in London, where he was con- 
nected for a long time with the stock ex- 
change, and others again at Nice, where 
for nearly a quarter of a century he held 
the office of consul general of Austria- 
Hungary. His father died at Washington. 

One of his uncles, Count Ignatius Gu- 
rowski, created a sensation in the 
eariy forties of the nineteenth century by 
eloping with Princess Isabella of Spain, who 
was sister of that King Francis who was 
the husband of Queen Isabelia II. 

The princess was staying with her father 
at the time, near Paris, and the elopement 
took place tn the old fashioned, romantic 
manner, including the descent of the princess 
by means of a ladder from her window to the 
ground and her flight in a post chaise. 

The eloping couple reached Calais in safe- 
ty, crossed over to England before any steps 
could be taken for their capture, and were 
married in due form at Dover. 

Later on there was a species of reconcilia- 
tion, and the couple were received at the 
court of Madrid. 

> 


But the princese developed. into an alto- 
gether impossible character, and ultimately 
a separation ensued, the count dying at 
Paris in 1887, and the infante also dying in 
Paris, just ten years later. 

They left one daughter, of the name of 
Isabella, who married Charles Allen Per- 
kins, at one time United States minister at 
Lisbon. 

This marriage was a source of at an- 
noyance to the reigning house of Spain, the 
members of which instituted a series of 
persecutions against the ex-American diplo- 
mat, culminating in hie arrest and {mprison- 
ment in France on charges of fraud, and in 
his separation from his wife and children. 

One of the latter, Carlos Perkins, has 
achieved considerable fame as an actor at 
Madrid, being a member of the company of 


the reserves carried by the bank itself, = - 
The plan possesses merit also in the fact 
that the associated banks naturally would not 
be disposed to ſssue certificates and lend their 
joint guarantee, except when there existed 
real need for additiqnal notes; and, having 
permitted a member to issue notes, the com- 
mittee would be in position at any time to 
enforce their retirement by requiring the 
payment of the clearing house loan.

An objection which might be raised to thie 
proposition, and the only one that I can im- 
agine of any importance (except the question 
of tax, which I shall take up later), is that it 
would arouse the opposition of banks outside 
the cities mentioned. It can be fairly said 
that if banks are to enjoy their natural note 
issuing functions the privilege should be 


shared alike by all. This is one reason Why 


the currency commission stands firmly by ite 
bill. Their plan is equally sound and avoids 
all discrimination. The bankers’ bill de- 
serves closer study than has been given it by 
statesmen and the public: The security it 
provides is many times greater than 
can ever be needed; active redemption and 
abundant gold reserves also are strong 
points. It is not in any sense visionary, and 
it will stand every test as to economic sound- 
ness; Without possibility of inflation it 
provides a perfectly safe note issue of small 
volume, and would not disturb existing note 
issues or values of bonds. It is a atfonger, 
safer, and better bill than any before the 
public. It ia entitied to public confidence 
and before being rejected under the sweep- 


ing condemnation of prejudice against asset 


currency ita provisions ought fully to be 
understood. j 

But tf we must have the Aldrich bill or pothing, 
then an amendment along the lines discussed would 
be of great value, provided the notes secured by 
commercial assets be taxed at a rate which would 
not brand them as emergency notes. Admitting 
that it is not ad to grant specia) leges, 
the restriction to sury cities can de fully 
justified on the ground that banks in those cities 
are entitled to it. n 

Banks dealing directly with subtreasuries have 
duties and responsibilities that do not fall upon 
banks in other cities. They are called upon in 
Panics as well aa in normal times to assume the 
whole burden of converting the revenues of govern- 
memt into the treasury in lawful money. In ordi- 
nary times this is not a hardship. The govern. 
ment's disbursements, in one way or another, are 
practically as great as its receipts. These dis- 
bursements are made by ‘ warrants’ (checks) 
drawn on the treasury and subtreaguries. In reg- 
ular course these warrants come in to the banks in 
subtreasury cities for payment. Generally they 
Offaet to a t extent the drafts which the sub- 
treasury holds against the banks, representing 
government receipts from internal revenue, post- 
office, customs, and so on. Only the difference 
has to be settled in lawful money. But in 
times of panic and currency famine, when 
banks are in greatest need of reserve money, 
the situation is completely reversed. The holders 
of government warrants do not deposit them in the 
banks. They go directly to the counters of the 
subtreasury and draw gold. Banks in every sub- 
treasury city suffered severely from this cause 
during the recent panic. We received practically 
no offsets against the government demands. So 
serious was thie drain on our reserves that it 
threatened to extinguish them entirely and for a 
few days at the start local banks generally de- 
clined to make the payments in large amounts 
until means could be found by importation of gold 
and otherwise to strengthen their reserves. The 
treasury Officials were not disposed to complain 
until the falling off in government receipts be- 
came so serious as to cause embarrassment. Then 
the banks were directed to resume these payments 
in lawful money, which was done at great incon- 
venience and cost. 

Broadly speaking, the subtreasuries are located 
in the largest cities or most important ports, al! of 
which are either reserve or central reserve cities 
and all have effictent clearing house organiza- 
tions. Naturally in such cities and ports the banks 
feel more quickly and to @ greater extent the an- 
nual demand for currency; the strain upon them 
is heavier and continues longer than elsewhere. 

Under the Aldrich bil) the limit of note issue of 
any bank, including bond secured notes. ts fixed at 


the amount of its capital andsurplus. The capita! 


and surplus of national danke in the subtreasury 
eities is about $460,000,000.. Their present circula- 
tion is about $150,000,000, Accordingly they 
would have in time of need, with the proposed 
amendment in effect, additional note issuing power 
of approximately 8800. 000. 000, without resorting to 
the use of bonds. The amount would be abundant 
for all practical purposes, and there really would 
be no necessity, save on grounds of exact justice, 
to extend the privilege further. These reasons 
seer to be sufficient answer to the objection raised.

CHILD WORKERS IN NEW YORK. 


Mies Mary Van Kleeck, who, with several 

othe: young women, recently has made an 
investigation of some typical blocks of New 
York tenement houses, not picked out be- 
cause they were especially bad, found 558 
child workers, of whom 406 were girls and 
152 boys, all under 16 years of age. One 
was only 3 years old, three were aged 4, 
twenty-one aged 5, twenty-three aged 6, 
forty-four aged 7, 3 8, seventy- 
six aged 9, seventy-one 10, sixty-two 
aged 11, ninety aged 12, seventy-six aged 
13, forty-six from 14 to 16. Ot the whole 
number 491 were attending school but work- 
ing at home after school hours. Twenty- 
three were under age—too young even for a 
kindergarten but old enough to work! 

Miss Van Kleeck found it difficult, says 
Charities and the Commons, to classif the 
earnings or the hours of the workers. In 
some families there was dire need, and the 
work went on all day and much of the 
night; in others it waa for a few hours only, 
to supplement the earnings of the father. 
Some worked because it was the custom of 
the neighborhood; some to save money. A 
good many, it was found, belonged to fami- 
lies which have fallen far below a decent 
standard of living, and were from time to 
time or regularly receiving relief from a 
charitable society. Taking the maximum 
earnings during the rush season of trade, 
such cases as these were found: 

One woman and one child, making 120 
pairs of children's hose supporters; woman 
works all day, child after school hours, and 
both until 11 or 12 o'clock at night; woman 
furrishes machine and part of thread; gross 
earnings, 50 to 75 cents a day. 

Ore woman and five children, branching 
apple blossoms, in a day do eight dozen 
sprays at 8 cente a dozen; earnings, 64 cents.

While admitting the magnitude of the work

“The facts submitted,” continues the gov- 
ernor,.“ establish beypnd cavil that the pres- 
ent superintendent has not measured up to 
the standard which the state must maintain 
and upon which, in deference to the vast in- 
terests involved, it is my duty, so far as my 
power goes, to insist. It must have been 
clear to any one competent to be its chief 
and to establish it upon a proper basis that 
a thorough overhauling of the department 
was necessary. The superintendent has had 
a free hand; he hag had abundant time; but 


the house has not been cleaned. 


The matter involves the credit of the 
state. The conduct of the department should 
exhibit that care, thoroughness, and vigi- 
lance which will guarantee adequate pro- 
tection to the interests of the policy holders, 
and at the same time justly insure the stand- 
ing and promote the success of the companies 
bearing the seal of the department's ap- 
proval. This object. I am convinced can be 
obtained in only one way, and that is by 
having the department. placed in other 
hands.“

DECISION TO COME LATER. 


Superior Bench Jurist Contesting 


to Retain Habeas Cor- 
pus Power. 


* * 


Judge Willard M. McEwen, through his at- 
torney, Joseph W. Moses, entered motions 
yesterday in the Illinois Supreme court at 
Springfield to quash the writ of certiorar! 
directed against him last week in the Ralph 
Lipsey habeas corpus case. The court took 
the motions under consideration. 

The writ of certiorari was issued last week 


‘on petition of the state’s attorney of Cook 


county and the attorney general. It was 
for the purpose of taking the habeas corpus 
case out of Judge McEwen’s court, it being 
contended that too many Cook county crim- 
mals are released from the penitentiary 
through habeas corpus. The object was to 
determine once and for all whether a state 
judge has the right to pass upon a habeas 
corpus petition after the issues have been 
passed upon by the higher tribunal. 

Mr. Moses, in support of his motions, of- 
fered some suggestions, the main one being 
that under the court's own decision a writ 
of certiorari against a lower court cannot 
be issued until the lower court has finally 
passed on the proceeding® at issue. This has 
not been done In the Lipsey case. 


Gives Fourteen Reasons. 


In support of the first two motions he sub- 
mitted fourteen reasons, among which were 
the following: 

The Supreme court lacks jurisdiction. 

The petition for certiorari has been pre- 
maturely filed in that the proceedings in 
McEwen's court are still pending. 

The Supreme court, in granting the writ, 
has entered final judgment against McEwen 
without allowing him his day in court. 

The Superior court has full and plenary 
jurisdiction in habeas corpus. 

The petitioners, Healy and Stead, are 
seeking to bring about a conflict of jurisdic- 
tion between the Superior and Supreme 
courts in a proceeding for habeas corpus 
in which both courts have codrdinate and 
original jurisdiction. 

The Supreme court, by making the writ 
act as a supersedeas, in fact enjoins Judge 
McHwen, restraining him from acting in a 
proceeding lawfully instituted and pending. 


Four Motions Made. 


Attorney Moses made four motions, as fol- 
lows: 

That the writ be quashed. 

That the order making it a supersedese be va- 
cated. 

That he be allowed to file briefs. 

That he be allowed to make oral argument.
